H H Kroll will speak before the 
Union City High School assembly 
on Wednesday, December 1. 
through arrangement with Super 
intendent T D. Ozement He will 
talk on the work of a novelist and 
later discuss Southern realistic 
writers for the senior class, under 
Raymond Wilson 
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projector The pn.j'cLr 
of a hollow, spheric,'1 glass, cov 
• •red with black paint In the paint 
parallels and meridians of lati¬ 
tude and longitude have been 
etched, along with scale outlines 
of the continents, as on a global 
map. By means of a light in the 
center the device may be used 
in making gnomonic, mercator al 
and other map projections. 

In constructing his model air 
craft altimeter! measurer of alti- 
ture) Professor Woods encounter¬ 
ed a typical engineering problem, 
i.e., how to construct plywood 
gears in the correct ratio so that 
one "pointer” on the face of the 
altimeter should register hundreds 
of feet, while the other gave feet 
in thousands. He accomplished this 
with use of four gears (of proper 
diameters) in two pairs, each of 
the pairs having respective con¬ 
centric centers. When this prob¬ 
lem was solved he constructed the 
model fifteen times actual size. 

He has also repaired and re¬ 
orientated a damaged magnetic 
aircraft compass. He plans at 
present to build a miniature 
smoke tunnel which will demon¬ 
strate aerodynamic principles with 
flow of air over cross-sections of 
various types of airplane airfoils 
The air flow is to be made vis¬ 
ible by means of the smoke. 

An electrical weather vane is 
also planned. It is to have a cir¬ 
cular dial, with sixteen evenly 
spaced electric lights (which are 
controlled by position of the 
weather-vane outside) to repres¬ 
ent the sixteen main points of th • 
compass This will facilitate read¬ 
ing wind direction
